| States of Europe,” declares Leon 
| Trotzky; soviet War Minister, in a 
lengthy article in the newspaper, 
Bravda. 

“Closer economic co-operation 
among the European nations is nec- 
essary,’ he added, “as the only 
means of saving our continent from 
economic disintegration ‘and _ en- 
thrallment by the might of Ameri- 
can capital. 

“Having got what she wanted,” 
he continues; “America withdrew 
‘her hands from the European mess 
and returned home, and she is now 


| calmly awaiting the agony of Euro- 


| pean economy to reach a crisis in 
which Europe may be bought up, as 
was Austria, for little money. 

“America emerged from the war 
not weakened, but strengthened. 
The internal power of the American 
revolution in Avnerica, therefore, is 
in the distant future.” 

Trotzky declares the workers of 
Europe must be shown the way to 
revolution regardless of how the 


movement develops on other conti- | 


nents. Europe, he concludes, can 
no more wait for the American 
revolution than could Russia wait 
for the European revolution.

Customs Receipts and Inter- 
nal Taxes More Than Last 
Period — Three and Half 
Billions Spent.

WASHINGTON, June ~ 30.—The 


Federal Government closed its books 
for the fiscal year 1923 tonight with 
a surplus of approximately $310.- 
000,000, it was announced at the 


office of Brig. Gen. H. M. Lord, li- 
rector of the Budget Bureau. 

This is $110,000,000 in excess of 
the estimate of surplus made by 
President Harding and Lord at the 
last. business meeting of the Gov- 
ernment two weeks ago and the re- 
sulte shown by the final balancing 
of -the books came as a gratfyinz 
surprise.to Budget Bureau officers. 

Three major factors operate’ to 

ate this surpius in place of the 

eficit of $823,000 indicated a year 
ago by estimates of receipts and ex- 
penditures. They were a decrease in 
operating expenses and an increase 
in customs receipts and internal 

Despite the reduction of appr.xi- 
mately $366,000,000 from early eati- 
mates of the Government's runninz 
expenses, the Federal’ establish- 
ment still is 4 $3,500,000,000 busi- 
ness. Actual cash withdrawals from 
the Treasury for the year were 33,- 

6,000,000. Appropriations made 
Congress for all purposes for the 
year totaled $3,946,000,000. 

. Result of Executive Pressure. 

The actual decrease in operating 
expenses this year, as compared to 
those a yéar ago, was $265,000.00 
and it was stated that this was the 
result largely of executive pressure 
on the departments for the holding 
Gown of all expenditures. There 
was an even greater decrease in the 

r ting expenses than is 
reflected by this ficure, the total be- 
ing $297,000,000. This figure was re- 
duced by increases in expenditures 
on account of capital outlays, the 
war finance corporation, the emer- 
gency fleet corporation, refunds on 
taxes and the like. 

Receipts from all sources for the 
year exceed by $767,000,000 the es- 
timates made a year ago. Customs 
receipts advanced $213,000,000 to 
$568,000,000; internal revenue re- 
esipts increased $423,000,000 and 
miscellaneous receipts went up 
$131,000,000. . 

The difference of $366,000,000 in 
total estimated expenditures was the 
reault of a reduction of $151,000,000 
in general expenditures; $45,000.- 
000 in interest on the public debt, 
and a net decrease of $170,000,000 
in capital outlays, operations in spe- 
cial accounts and the retirement of 
the public debt required to be made 
from ordinary receipts. 

' Postal Service Deficit. 

The figures on operations include 
the payment of a deficit of $32,000,- 
000 in the postal service and the re- 
fund of approximately $28,000,000 
in customs taxes collected on sugar 
and other articles brought into the 
country in the raw state and pre- 
pared here for export.

STORY OF FORTUNE FOR 
HER SILENCE IS MYTH 


uy Aiborneye Say Divorced Wife of 
J. L. Nugent Got $1,500,000 
As Legal Share.

NEW YORK, June 30.—The story 
of Mrs. Frederick Trenkman of 530 
West End avenue receiving $1,500,- 
000 because she was able to kéep se- 
cret the marriage of her uncle, Wil- 
liam E. Smith, to an actress, was 
punctured today by Smith’s attorney, 
I, T. Flatte. 

According to papers recently ap- 
proved by Surrogate Foeley. the 
receipt by Mrs. Trenkman of $1,- 
500,000 ends long negotiations and 
threatened suits on her part to ob- 
tain this money, which she has 
claimed from the will of her gand- 
father, William Van Rensselaer 
Smith. 

Mrs. Trenkman in the spring of 
1913 eloped with Julian L. Nugent 
of St. Louis and it is believed  in-

Free Beer_on Ship to Dry 
| It Up Before Reaching U.S. 


‘Drink Your Fill,” Reads Sign on Steamer From 
Naples; Some Boats to Unload and, 
Stock Up at Bermuda.

NEW YORK, June 
free, drink your fill!” 

Words as strange as these stand 
out on a sign that hangs today in 
the saloon of the Cosulich liner, 
President Wilson from. Naples due 
to dock tomorrow, according to wire- 
less messages. 

The placard was hung by the 
captain, Stuperich, following receipt 
of a message from New York man- 
agers of the line informing him that 
the beer would be confiscated when 
the: ship arrived and directing that 
it be done away with. 

The ship has 1096 passengers 
aboard and a lot of beer, so Captain 
Stuperich tonight sent this message 
to shore: 

“Consuming all beer possible. Giy- 
ing it to passengers gratis. But even 
their capacity is imited. Will have 
‘to destroy 20 barrels or more before 
reaching the three-mile limit.” 

As the message from the President 
Wilson came in a real wet ship, its 
liquors undepleted by confiscattons 
left port. The Tempert and Holt 
liner Vandyck which sailed from 
Buenos Aires, prior to the date when 
the ship dry law went into effect. 
sailecd on the return trip. 

The Vandyck, it was announced, 
would stop at Hamilton, Bermuda, 
on this trip, inauguratinig a new 
service r all ships of the line. 
Hereafter Holt ‘liners will make 
Hamilton a port of call, leaving their 
liquor stocks there when enroute to 
American ports, and restocking on 
the southern trips.

Government Feels Ships Will Abidc 
by Liquor Rules.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—That 
stocks of liquor in excess of medical 
needs will-continue to be seized by 
the enforcement authorities in New 
York and other ports is certain. The 
belief expresseq here is that very 
few ships will continue to bring in 
supplies that can reasonably be 
classed as excessive and that no 
more drastic steps will be taken than 
to remove the excess and place it in 
storage.

The funeral will be held at 8:30

Came to St. Louis in 1876. 

Dickmann was a native of Prus- 
sia, and came to St. Louis‘in 1876. 
He was first in the grocery busi- 
ness, then in the grain gnd seed 
business, in which he operated on 
the Merchants’ Exchange. In the 
fall of 1900, he was Democratic 
candidate for the office of Sheriff, 
and was elected, at the same time 
that.the late Joseph W. Folk was 
elected Circuit Attorney. Dickmann 
was re-elected in 1902, the office of 
Sheriff having a two-year tenure at 
that time. 

During Folk’s boodle crusade, 
Dickmann had the task of making 
arrests on bench warrants, follow- 
ing numerous indictments by the 
grand jury on charges of bribery 
and perjury.

POINT to be remembered that | 
A the prisoners (in the Sacramen-_ 
to case) were all prosecuted 
under a blanket indictment, a general 
verdict of guilty was returned and a 
general sentence imposed * * *. All 
the Sacramento prisoners were charg-. 
ed with responsibility for all the fires, 
though some occurred while some of 
the men were in jail, all were held ac- | 
countable for the “Broken Nose” 
poem, the transportation of the nine 
sticks of dynamite and all the rest of | 
the alleged overt acts. | 
But the point chiefly stressed by | 
the friends of the prisoners is that the | 
star witness against them were two 
former members of the I. W. W., El- | 
bert Coutts and John Dymond. At-| 
tention is called to this fact by Sen-

The conclusions of the two appellate courts, 
one of which had before it, on a bill of excep- 
ticns, the entire record of the Chicago case, 
Fbould, it was argued, govern the status cf 
the Sacramento case, If, under this interpre- 
lution, the counts charging force and violence 
hsd been ruled out of the Sacramento indi:-- 
uent, the prisoners were, manifestly, serving 
time only under the espionage act count. 

On the cther side it is pointed out that the 
conviction cf the Sacramento defendants was 
sustained on appeal, by the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals for the Ninth Circuit, on 
all four counts. The reply to this was that 
the Sacramento appeal, because of tardy filing, 
was not heard on a bill of exceptions and there- 
fore the evidence in the case was pot before 
the higher cuurt for review. The decision af- 
firming the convictions was only on the valid- 
itv of the indictment. It is also to be noted 
that all but three of the 46 Sacramento prisor- 
ers refused to employ counsel or make any 
defense in court, on the ground that the pre- 
ceding Chicago trial, in which a jury convicted 
100 defencants on all four counts in 55 min- 
utes, demonstrated that it was impossible for 
members of the I. W. W. to get a fair trial. 

Let us assume, for the sake of argument, 
that count 1 of the Sacramento indictment— 
the count charging conspiracy to use force 
against the prosecution of the war—must still, 
despite the decisions in the Chicago and Wich- 
ita cases, be given weight in considering the 
Sacramento case. The alleged overt acts— 
burnings, etc., under this count reached the .n- 
pressive tcial of 50—-and cofsiderably more 
than that it the burnings were counted

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Several other charges were based on the 
seading or receipt of letters containing per- 
sonal or organization news. One act com- 
plained of was the dispatch of a telegram by 
two of the prisoners,-A. L. Fox and Frederick 
Esmond (the latter an -Oxford graduate who 
went insane) to Assisfant District Attorney 
Johnson, at Sacramento, protesting against the 
treatment of the Sacramento prisoners. Others 
were the sending of a similar message by the 
Same defendants to the Sheriff and to the Sac- 
ramento Bee, a newspaper which, according to 
the I. W. W., had a great deal to do with stir- 
ring up prejudice against the Sacramento pris- 
oners and preventing a fair trial of their case. 

The dynamiting bugaboo dwindles down in 
the indictment to four “overt acts,” and all of 
these have to do with one man and one trans- 
action.

(sticks of dynamite by William Hood to a com- 
mon carrier for shipment. No. 2 was the de- 
livery of this dynamite to the carrier “under 
false and deceptive marking.” No. 3 was the 
carrying of this same dynamite on a vehicle in 
interstate transportation. No. 4 was the re- 
ceipt of the dynamite from the carrier by Hood 
without 2 Federal license. It is not charged 
that the cynamite ever was used; it was, in 
fact, taken into court as evidence.

It constitutes 
the deed of manumission of tens of milNons of 
Earopeans who up to the year of victory, 1918, 
were bondsmen of other races. It affects pro- 
foundly the economics, the finance, the indus- 
trial and trade conditions of the world, and it 
contains clauses upon the efficacy of which may 
depend the very existence of our civilization. 
Nevertheless, there are few men who can tell 
you what is in the treaty of Versailles. You 
might have thought that although men differed 
widely as to its merits there would have been 
no difficulty in securing some measure of agree- 
ment as to its actual contents. Every endeavor 
was made to give full publicity to its draft when 
it was first presented to the Germans, and to 
the final document when signed. Even before 
the form of the draft was ever settled, actual 
decisions were reported from day to day. 
Never was a treaty so reported and so dis- 
cussed in every particle of its constitution, and 
now you can procure an official copy from any 
bookseller for the moderate price of 50 cents. 
In sptte of that, no two men who happen to 
profess diverse opinions as to its justice or fin- 
justice can agree as to what. is contained in it.

This has come out very clearly in the remark- 
able report from the High Commissioner of the 
Rhineland, which was recently disclosed. It is 
obvious from this official paper that whilst the 
French Government have worked their public 
into a state of indignation ‘over the failure of 
Germany to carry out the treaty of Versailles, 
they were the whole tfme deliberately organiz- 
ing a plot to overthrow that treaty themselves. 
Their representative on the Rhine was spending 
French fhoney with the consent of the French 
Government in promoting a conspiracy to set 
up an independent republic on the Rhine under 
the protection of France.

“Winter and Spring Purchasing 
Tendencies Continue,” Says 
R. C, Frampton. 


“Summer buying of cars is reveal- 
ing the same two tendencies as were 
shown last winter and spring;” says 
R. C, Frampton, president of the 
Hudson-Frampton Motor Car Co., 
distributors for Hudson and, Essex.

Eleonora Duse, the world’s most 
famous living actress, is playing in 
London in a series of six matinees 
at the New Oxford Theater. The 
first of her productions was Ibsen's 
“The Lady From the Sea,” .and it 
was the signal for as impressive a 
public welcome as can Well be imag- 
ined. Not only on her first appear- 
ance, but after every act, she re- 
ceived a great ovation. 

When the play was done she was 
called again and again until the au- 
dience took pity on the obvious 
weariness of their idol, and reluct- 
antly dispersed, The last view was 
of Duse, tired but happy, bowing 
from the midst of a forest of flowers.

“At present, of course.” Hillquist 
answered, “the United States is af-

jtors 100 cents on the dollar. 

Some doubts were raised the first days after 
fhe American State was closed, as to the suffi- 
ciency of the funds, but Commissioner Peterson 
has formally stated that it is ample, with the 
salvage of the American's assets, to sgve all 
the depositors from loss. The stockholders, 
on the other hand, are liable for twice the value 
of their holdings.

“The bank guarantee fund now amounts to 
$1.900,000. A number of banks have falled in 
Kansas in the past Year or two.

It is known that many lesser proj- 
ects, including numerous dwellings, 
are being delayed on account of the 
cost, though detailed information is 
not available in a Canvass. Some 
architects here deny that there is a 
“buyers strike,” a few think one is 
coming, but the majority interviewed 
are of the opinion it is on in full 
force. Building contractors have 
been expressing fear of a nation- 
wide “buyers’ strike” for several 
months. 

Prevalent opinion is that there will 
be some recession from the present 
price level. The advance of material 
prices is fele to be, partly at least, 
seasonal, with a. corresponding de 
cline, which has already been noted 
in the lumber market, looked for. 
There is a doleful shaking of heads, 
however, when the question of the 
peak wages artisans are receiving 
and the amount of work they do ina 
day is brought up. 

7153 Permits in Six Months. 

Ruilding permits issued in. S*. 
Louis for the first six months of this 
rear numbered 7153, for a tota 
stated value of $20,312,548, which 
is less than actual cost. In the 
same period last year there were 
5981 permits, for $11,152,826. In 
this connection the following table 
of permit totals for recent years is 
interesting:

With 1923 but half over, periniis 
amounting to about 80 per cent of 
those for 1922, have been issued. 
The biggest year’s total of permits 
in St. Louis previously was $29,933,- 
693, in 1906. In the early months 
of this year permits were more than 
double those for the corresponding 
months of 1922; then in April and 
May they were less than double; this 
month they were $2,792,050, com- 
pared with $2,436,755 for June of 
last year. 

Building Commissioner Milligan 
of the Board of Education has fig- 
ured that the badly-needed North 
Side high school, for which it is 
proposed to spend $1,500,000, would 
cost about $1,850,000 at the present 
scale, but he believes a contract can 
be let for the structure at, the lower 
figure by winter. 

It is also proposed to spend $1l,- 
500,000 for the new Jewish hospital. 
Bids taken for’ this recently ran 
around $2,000,000. The project was 
then withdrawn from the market 
temporarily.

over his head as if suspended by invisible wires.

There was one noted exception to the disapproving 
chorus. 

Sir Gerald du Maurier arrived with Lady du Mau- 
rier shortly afternoon, when the room was not so 
crowded. He looked at only one or two of the 
drawings before someone took him across to where 
a silent group of people stood before the cartoon 
of the Prince of Wales. . 

The famous actor fixed his eyeglass, gazed at the 
picture critically for a moment or two, and then 
leaned forward to read the long, closely scrawled 
inscription at the side. Then he laughed heartily. 

“] think it is terribly funny,’ he remarked to a 
friend standing near. A few minutes later he had 
bought the cartoon. 

So far as is known no one else took this extremely 
liberal view of the cutting satire in the Beerbohm 
drawings. Sir Herbert Cory, a member of Parlia- 
ment, called the attention of the authorities to the 
cartoons and suggested that something should be 
done to prevent their exhibition. He seriously con- 
sidered bringing the matter up for discussion in the 
House. — 

Sir Claude Phillips, a noted art critic, had this to 
say about it in the London Daily Telegraph: 

“Ten or 12 years ago—a little more or a little 
less—the writer of the present notice was highly 
honored. ‘Max’—the brilliant and redoubtable Max 
Beerbohm— included his portrait among those of 
many worthier people gathered together in his ex- 
hibition at the Leicester Galleries. The letterpress 
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memory, ‘Sir Claude Phillips doing his best not to 
find my caricatures in the worst possible taste.’ 
There has been a gap of years; events that Max him- 
self has not ventured to turn into comedy have 
shaken the wor'd to its foundations. And srill the 
unfortunate individual named above has gone on 
striving to persuade himself that these unique ca- 
ricatures are ‘not in the worst possible taste.” And 
let it be borne in mind that the question has become 
one of a certain importance. Now a climax has beer 
reached, and we must say frankly, though with al 
regret, that so far as the caricatures are concernec 
in which Mr. Max Beerbohm goes out of his way tc 
play hornet to members of the royal family of En- 
giand, past and present, there is no longer any ques- 
tion—they are assuredly in the worst possible taste.” 


Visitors who had paid 10s 6d to see the Beerbohm 
exhibition denounced the artist’s taste and de- 
manded that the offensive cartoons be taken from 
the walls. The managers replied that they intended 
to Jet the cartoons stay where they were. They 
changed their minds after receiving the following 
letter from Beerbohm: 


“My Dear Messrs Ernest Brown and Phillips: 
Away down in the country I have seen only three aj 
the newspapers. From these I gather that certain 
of my drawings in your galleries are likely to shock 
the susceptibilities of the general public. You, whé 
are on the spot, will be better able than I to judge 
whether or not these drawings should vanish or re- 
main. 


“Tl take no stand in the matter. No question of 
principle is involved. The question is one of taste 
merely, and I cannot strike a dignified attitude and 
say to the public, in solemn tones: ‘My taste, be- 
lieve me, is perfect.’ 


‘The drawings objected to were conceived, as you 
know, in a spirit of light-hearted fantasy; but if the 
public is likely to read any shadew of seriousness 
into them and accordingly to regard them 
as unkind and even ‘disloyal,’ I think ‘t 
would be well to avoid this misunderstanding of my 
disposition (in which, as again you know, there is no 
unkindness and certainly no disloyalty) by remov- 
ing those particular drawings from the exhibition. 
Yours very sincerely, MAX BEERBOHM.” 

After being the sensation of a day the pictures 


‘were withdrawn. There were sighs of relief from

There was 
no reason to foresee that his scholarly pictures ever 
would bring him fame and social position, or that 
he would become president of the Royal Academy 
and a Baronet. 

bout such practical matters this. quiet, studious

Certainly, when Georgiana and Agnes Macdonald 
married unknown young artists, the family had no 
reason at the time to congratulate themselves for 
financial reasons.

Not that 
they had any dislike for Mr. Kipling, of whom, on 
the contrary, they were extremely fond.

“Our parents trembled at sending a daughter into

In some ways, Alice Macdonald seems to have been 
the most remarkable of the girls. Like all of them, 
she was good-looking, quiet and bright. It‘is worth 
noting that Rudyard Kipling dedicated “Plain Tales 
From the Hills’”’ to his mother, as ‘“‘The wittiest wom- 
an in England.” There is no doubt that both parents 
contributed to the extraordinary gifts of Rudyard. 

And, remembering his rhymed flings at art with a 
capital A, it is amusing to note the connection by 
marriage with Burne-Jones. 

In the year that Rudyard Kipling was born, the 
elder Kipling was appointed professor of architectu- 
ral sculpture in the Bombay School of Art. For 
several years he was engaged in making casts of the 
mythological sculpture of the rock temples in the 
central provinces. Later he was appointed curator 
of the Government Museum at Lahore, which figures 
in the great tale of “Kim” as the “Wonder House.” 

John Lockwood Kipling’s most important book ifs 
‘‘Beast and Man in India,’’ ill-planned and discursive 
but a mine of information about India. Critics in- 
terested in the growth of the famous son have traced 
back to that book a good many things which the son 
used afterwards in his Indian tales. One example 
is material for the story of the elephant who refused 
to work while his master was absent on a drinking 
bout. In the preface to “Life’s Handicap,’’ Rudyard 
Kipling says: “A few (of the tales), but these are 
the very best, my father gave nie.’’ Those who knew 
the elder Kipling speak of him as a man of deep 
culture, a talker, witty, cynical and entertaining, and 
a good friend to his friends.

Mr. Knowles and Mr. Hole instructed their law- 
yers to smash the paper which thus had had the 
insolence to attack their company. Suit was insti- 
tuted. They lost, but they sued again: Editor 
MacKenzie had spent $10,000, nearly all of his cap- 
ital, in defending his course. Nevertheless, he kept 
up and at it, publishing further attacks on the 
Knowles-Hole outfit. 


Strange to say, the more the fraud was denounced 
the more victims it got. The articles in the Scot- 
tish paper were read and discussed in London: 
the suits against the editor were matters of com- 
mon knowledge; and yet the fish bit more hungrily 
than ever, and Johnny Medley had writer’s cramp 
nearly-every day by 2 or 3 p. m.

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Petrified Lightning and 


6¢ T nat is a fulgurite?”’ is the question 
that puzzled a learned educator the 
MU other day. Perhaps a million of the 
visitors to the American Museum of 
Natural History last year are similarly ignorant and 
would like to be informed, so we appealed to Dr. 
E. O. Hovery of the museum's department of geol- 
ogy, who said: “Look at the series of fulgurites 
which has been placed on exhibition in the Hall 
of General Geology and Meteorites on th: ground 
floor of the museum, beyond the North Pacific Hall.”’ 
The specimens are from widely scattered parts of 
the earth and they represent the fulgurites formed 
in the rock of Mount Ararat.‘as well as those made 
in the loose sands of Illinois, Michigan and _ the 
Desert of Sahara. 

But what is a fulgurite? It is glass which often 
is produced when lightning strikes a mass of rock 
or a bed of dry sand and melts the material along 
its path. It is an effect of the most powerful elec- 
tric furnace known to man. Fulgurite is not prop- 
erly a mineral! or yet a single kind of rock, but it is 
a true glass, similar to the volcanic glass familiarly 
known to all as obsidian. The fulgurite glass is 
made by the melting of the bed through which the 
lightning has passed and it marks the path followed 
by the electric current. When in sand, the fulgurite 
is composed mostly of the fused minera! quartz or

We usually find this lightning-formed glass in 
the shape of more or less irregular tubes. The tube 
may be only a smal! fraction of an inch in diameter, 
but larger ones are more common and some even two 
and one-half inches across have been found. Usual- 
ly they are only a few inches in length, but in a 
European museum a specimen several feet in length 
is displayed. Sometimes the tubes are ‘irregularly 
circular in their inner outline, more often they are 
flattened ellipses. Many tubes have their walis 
crushed together as if by the pressure of the sur- 
rounding material before the glass had time to 
harden. The inside of the tubes is smooth and high- 
ly polished—a glassy surface—the outside is rough 
and irregular in shape, depending upon the extent 
to which the melting heat has affected the sand 
and the number of sand grains which have become 
embedded in the glass. The tubes in rocks are fre- 
quently solid or nearly solid glass, and sometimes 
the glass boiled over out of the hole on to the sur-

big hits was “Nick arter,’’ the title of 
which caused expensive litigation. Street €& 
Smith, publishers of a dime novel series under 
the same name, sued Crawford for infringe- 
ment of the title. This is said to have been the 
first suit of the kind in the movie industry. Craw- 
ford won out, but the cost of fighting the suit wiped 
out his profits on the picture. 

Abandoning his original idea of producing films 
only for use in his own theaters, Crawford embarked 
in the “state rights’ business, then an important 
branch of the industry. Great producing and dis- 
tributing companies had not yet entered the field. 
Pictures were made and the rights to distribute and 
exhibit them in the various states were sold to the 
highest bidder. Many of the best pictures of that 
day were thus distributed. It was a big and com- 
plicated busimess, calling for the services of many 
agents and middlemen whose integrity could not 
always be relied on. Unscrupuleus agents. often 
without the knowledge of the producer, would some- 
times sell the same state rights to two or more 
persons. This was done with some of Crawford's 
pictures, and though he protested that he knew 
nothing of it and though he did his best to straighten 
out the tangles, at great expense to himself, these 
occurrences gave the state rights business a black 
eye. These occurrences, failing health and the 
gradual encroachment of big Eastern companies into 
the distribution field marked the passing of his 
golden movie dream. 

Yet Crawford left no mean impress on the records 
of those comparatively early days of the industry. 
Besides ““The James Boys” some of his pictures 
which are still remembered were “The Dalton Broth- 
ers,”” “The $10,000 Jewel Mystery,” starring Belle 
@Warcus; “The Hidden Hand,” with William Crinley,

One of his big “special features” was “From Sing 
Sing to Liberty.” The plot of this was suggested by 
an ex-convict who drifted into St. Louis. This man 
played the leading role and also delivered “lectures” 
at the theaters where the picture was shown. Apn- 
other “special” was “Over the Hill to the Poor- 
house.”” Exhibitors complained that this was so 
saturated with pathos that the piano player could 
not play for weeping. 

The Crawford production of “Sappho” had one of 
the earliest “revel’’ scenes. It was made by day- 
light in Cafferata’s Cafe garden, at Delmar and 
Hamilton avenue and would not be considered very 
daring in these days of “million-dollar productions.” 

Crawford, though he started first, did not have 
the movie field to himself in St. Louis. The St. 
Louis Motion Picture Co. made fewer pictures, but 
some of them were real forerunners of the present 


day successes. The best of these were “‘Regenera- 


tion.”” “Perils of the Plains” and “On the Mexican 
Border.” all of which were made for Warner Bros., 
who today are among the best known independent 
distributors. Edith Sterling and Dot Farley, later 
a Mack Sennett star, were developed here by the 
St. Louis Motion Picture Co. 

“On the Mexican Border” was made in 1913 at 
the old Union race track, at Union boulevard and 
Natural Bridge avenue, now the site of the mammoth 
General Motors plant. Members of Battery A and 
Troop B took part. The shooting of the picture 
was witnessed by so large a crowd that it was nec- 
essary to call out mounted policemen to prevent 
spectators from encroaching on the “location.”
